YOROHAMA, March 5, 1860,

Peace relgns in Japan. So sald the Mikedo some
three months ago, and so declared the forelgn
ministers on the Yth of February, On that day were
formally revoked the neutrality proclamations issued
by the respective ministers on the 15th of February,
1508, But peace can scarcely be sald to exist. The
United States Minister siates in his notification of
February 9, A, C.i—

of war formerly existlog in -I-gnn. and Iuwl.n' salietied my-
welf as to the in this country, I
bereby ll'- nokice Lo Ammm citlzens thi_the nosideation
of nenirulity tssued by me at Hiogo on the [Bih of February,
s, s withdrawn.

Yet the Minister knows and everybody else in Ja-
pan knows that Ennomotto, with about 5,000 of the
Kerals of Tokugnwas, lolds possession of the lsland
of Yesso, Including the port of Hakodadl, against
the will of the Mikado; that the Mikado's govern-
ment 18 making extensive preparations to dispossess
Ennomotio, and tnat he and his followers are mak-
ing every preparation to resist. It 18 well known
that Ennomotto has declared the island of Yesso a
republie, and has oficisily announced its indepen-
dence to the vartous consuls, who recognize no other
authority but Enuomotto. Why, then, this cry of
“Pence, peace,” when there is no peace? [ -stalea

woperlor to his confréres as to be able
%0 influence the whole of them, had forestalled the
combined actlon of the different ministers by 1s-

actually commenced.

‘when vessel reached Yokobhama Mr. Newell,
formeriy chief officer of the New York, was
placed in  command. He left Yokohams ut
Doon on the 18th . uit, with from 350 to
400 Japanese passengers on board, and & crew of
eighty, oficers and men, all told. About half-past
five o’clock P. M. they bad reached about siX miles
east from Cape Kiog. (Cape King 18+ tweniy-thres
muies from Yokohsma.) The wind was porth-north-
enst and the vessel was Kept aloug, ss the captain
thought, about five miles from shore, ot the rate of
seven knois an hour, steering from northeast 1o east
by north-half-porth.  The night was exceedingly
dark and umuld anytining cowd be seen, At about
mine o'clock P. M. the caplaiu, wno was on deck,
aft, examining the compass, was informed that
there were breakers ahedad and on the port bow,
He immediately gave the order to il,uﬂ beln, but
almost before the vessel bud Wme to apswer, shie
struck. The first blow must have knocked ner bot-
wm almost clean out, for immedistely thereafter
the clel engueer went dowan to the fire room
and found four inches of water on  the
foor, and the fireroom Aoor Is four feet above the
Keelson. The vessel began o brenk up almost i
mmedintely, Three of the ship'® bosts were washied
awry from the davits, inio which some of the
frigntened passengers jumped,  Some never ropeted
the bouts, and those that did were capsized. The
olher three boats were thén lowered and imme-
diately filled with crew aod poasscugers. Two of
these swamped o @ few seconds afier leaving the
ship; the other ope, steered by the second mate,
reached ipnd in salety,  From tne chiel engineer,
Michael Quin, late ol the Unliod States navy, who
wis o this last mentioned boat, | learned that after
puiling wirough two lines of breakers they reached
